Upon seeing this “card, de- 
clarer went up with the ace of 
trumps and returaed a low 
spade, He played.low from the 
dummy, cllowing East to win 
with tho nine of spades. 

East not only didn't solve the 
defensive problem that was set 
befére him — ho didn't’ even’ 
realise that he had a problem. 
He made. the “safe"’ return of 
the qucen of spades—allowing 
declarer to make his contract. 

Declarer won the spade return 
in dummy with the ace and 
returned ‘a spade, ruffing in his 
cown_hand._He_then led_o third 
round of trumps, giving West 
the lead. West hopefully re 
turned the ten of clubs, but was 
allowed to hold the trick with 
that card. At this point, West 
had nothing but , and 
was forced to lead.a low dia 
mond from his hand.
